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New Arbitration Treaty Re- 
ceived by French Press 
With Much Aeclaim

PARIS—The crowning incident ‘of 
the Franco-American célebration was 
the act of Aristide Briand placing in 
the hands of Myron T. Herrick, United 
States Ambassador, of the original 
historical document of 1778 which 
constituted the first Franco-Ameri- 
can alliance. Mr. Herrick was deeply 
moved, as well he might be, for with- 
out this treaty, which was the work 
of Benjamin Franklin and Count de 
Vergennes, the United States would 
have had altogether different annals. 
It is not too much to say, having re- 
gard to the importance of French 
help 150 years ago, that the United 
States is built upon the parchment 
which Mr. Herrick reverently touched 
with his lips. 


' Extraordinarily generous are the 
commentaries of a seetion of the 
French press. The semi-official 
Temps is loud in the praises of the 
Washington Government. It puts its 
finger on the central fact of Amer- 
ican diplomacy when it says: “What 
tharacterizes the present American 
policy is the effort of President 
Coolidge and Mr. Kellogg to obtain 
precise results in the domain of 
peace organization. 


In the Interests of Peace 


“Although the United States does 
not envisage the eventuality of an 
entrance into the League of Nations, 
it is nevertheless true that every ini- 
tiative which America judges neces- 
sary to take in the interest of a gen- 
eral peace consolidation develops 
inevitably in the same direction as 
the Geneva efforts. These parallel 
actions create a favorable atmos- 
phere for understanding and asso- 
ciate directly the United States with 
the questions of international order. 
A great nation strong with its 
acquired riches cannot isolate itself 
with impunity from the rest of the 
world.”

William Hodge in 
“Straight Thru’ the Door” 


William Hodge is back in Boston 
again in a new play of his own writ- 
ing ,that is sure to please his large 
following. “Straight Thru’ the Door” 
is strong drama, but filtering 
through every scene of this serio- 
comic story of an actor’s troubles 
during the rebuilding of his burned- 
out summer home is the characteris- 
tic Hodge forcefulness. ~ 

Mr. 2 plays the part of Eu- 


rr to . — eir house to order, 
but to little avail. For the artisans 
are lazy and troublesome, and they 
are continually quarreling with the 
contractor. There are so many 
fights among the various factions 
Thomas plaintively remarks that in- 
stead of a home he should have built 
an arena. 

To add to Thomas’s distractions, 
Mrs. Thomas is frequently in confer- 
ence with an attentive architect, and 
the three Thomas children—Amy, 
Junior and Abby—continually bicker 
among themselves. A discharged 
workman adds to the actor’s annoy- 
ance by making noisy demands for 
money. The contractor is so angered 
by Mr. Thomas’s refusal to advance 
further payments on his unlivable 
house that he makes sneering com- 
ments on Mrs. Thomas's acquaint- 
anceship with the architect. Thomas's 
temper has now been warmed up to 
the point where, as one of his flap- 
per daughters would say, he “burns 
up,” and he hurls an angered threat 
at the contractor. This threat, which 
is overheard, counts heavily against 
Thomas later when the contractor 
is mysteriously shot. 

The course of the rest of the play 
must be left to Mr. Hodge's telling. 
Suffice to say that the storv lives up 
to the announcement that this is a 
mystery comedy. Very few persons. 
surely, knew the answer to the puzzle 


Schubert's Erlking“ and Doppel- 
ganger,” Fauré’s Berceaux“ and

Perhaps with no single department 
of the Commonwealth more than the 
life of Boston Common have Dr, Hor- 
ton’s influence and individuality been 
associated in the public: thought. 

For one thing, he lives at the Hotel 
Bellevue, adjacent to the State House 
on the hill and it has regularly been 
a part of his day to take a walk over 
the Common. Long since he became 
president of the Boston Common So- 
ciety, which was ordained to preserve 
one of the most intrinsically historic 
sites in the city from encroachments 
which would detract from its early 
flavor. 

Familiar Figure on Walks 

When its borders would have been 
crowded by the demands, real or fan- 
cied, of a more modern day, Dr. Hor- 
ton has unfailingly reminded the pub- 
lic that “there is only one Boston 


Common, the pride of the city, the 
State and the Nation. It is the place 
a visitor to our city first inquires 
about. It is a shrine of brave memo- 
ries and the pride of centuries.” 
And so to Dr. Horton Boston Com- 
mon is more than merely an open 
space in' which to walk along com- 
paratively uncrowded walks. It is a 
place whose pigeons even are a sym- 
bol of freedom. And so the children 
who swim in the summer in the 
Frog Pond and the men and women 
who spend long golden hours dozing 
or reading on its benches in spring 
mornings and the bronze afternoons 
of autumn have become familiar to 
the sight of the silver-haired man, 
straight and slim, with his broad- 


brimmed, We hat, his stick. 
his benign countenance, his piercing 
blue eyes. 

This is Dr. Horton’s last ‘year. as 
chaplain of the State Senate. He has 
earned the respite due after long 
years of unremitting service, and he 
would like time to turn to other com- 
munity tasks. 

Unusually Fitted for Task 

Here was a man unusually fitted for 
the task of chaplain. He never for- 
gets an auBiversary of events in the 
national history; he never. failed of 
an appropriate phrasing of public 
thought or yearning.

WASHINGTON — Hoover leaders 
are bringing much pressure upon the 
Secretary of Commerce to enter the 
Ohio presidential primary against 
Frank B. Willis (R.), Senator from 
Ohio, who is claiming the State’s del- 
egation as the favorite son candi- 
date. 

At a conference held since the 
public statement by Theodore N 
Burton (R.), Representative from 


Ohio, indorsing Mr. Hoover, it was 


learned that his political advisers in- 
formed Mr. Hoover that political de- 
velopments made it necessary for 
him to engage in a political contest 
in an important State in order to 
circumvent the plan of the opposi- 
tion to deadlock the convention and 
prevent his nomination. 


Finds Considerable Support 


It was argued by these advisers 
that Mr. Hoover by making a cam- 
paign in Ohio had everything to win. 
They pointed out that Mr. Willis 
would capture and hold under his 
complete control the state's delega- 
tion,, excepting a part of Hamilton 
county, unless a contest was made,

LONDON—The study and tabula- 
tion of about a quarter of a million 
of satisfactory readings from only 
13 direction finding stations has been 
part of the work of the Radio Re- 
search Board for the past seven 
years. Radio directional receiving 
sets were installed at these stations 
of which the northernmost was at 
Lerwick in the Shetland Isles and 
the southernmost at Teddington near 
London. The object of these stations 
was to take regular observations of 
the apparent radio bearings of vari- 
ous transmitting stations whose posi- 
ions were accurately known, in order 
to obtain data of the hitherto un- 
explained variations of bearings. 

The observations taken varied be- 
tween transmissions on 20,000 meters 
down to 300 meters. In 1924 investi- 
gations were instituted toward the 
making of measurements on wire- 
less waves received at the earth’s 
surface from the upper atmosphere. 
With these it was satisfactorily 
demonstrated that the variable 
“night” errors encountered in radio 
Atrection finding are due to the action 
of such downcoming waves. 

How important it is to ensure that 
a receiving station should he isolated 
from all possible error-making influ- 
ence was shown in the case of Aber- 
deen, where the cause of a perma- 
nent error of 15 degrees was traced 
to a long iron plate beneath the 
ground which supported a sewer 
duct. The direction finding installa- 
tion had been inadvertently erected 
_ over this. Phe permanent error asso- 
- ¢iated- with any station, however. 
does not usually exceed a few de- 


grees. 

It had been found previously that 
for distance up to 17 miles the ex- 
treme variations at night are of the 
same order as in the daytime.

SAMOAN REGIME 
IS VINDICATED 
Charges Declared by Royal 


Board to Be Unsupported 
by Natives or Whites 


Srecia To Tus CuaisTiaN Sciexcer Monrros 


AUCKLAND, N. Z—A complete 
vindication of the Administration of 
New Zealand's mandated territory, 
western Samoa, has been made in the 
report of the royal commission ap- 
pointed to investigate complaints. The 
commisstoners were Sir Charles 
Skerrett, Chief Justice of New Zea- 
land, and Judge C. E. MacCormick 
of the New Zealand Native Land 
Court. 

“With reference to the acts of the 
present and the previous adminis- 
trator, both on the European and 
native sides,” says the report, “no 
act of malfeagance, misfeasance, or 
misconduct on their part, or on the 
part of their European officials, was 
charged by the complainants.” At 
one time it was supposed that such 
charges might be made. 


In the report, which covers 43 
pages of print, the commission state 
that the widest scope to bring for- 
ward complaints was allowed in 
Samoa. 

The commission holds that prior to 
October, 1926, there was no real 
dissatisfaction with the Administra- 
tion among Samoans, and that the 
purposes of the Mau organization 
were to frustrate the activities of the 
Administration and ultimately to set 
up a Samoan government. The ac- 
tions of the administrator in order- 
ing the local banishment of chiefs, 
restricting the movements of natives, 
and taking away titles from natives, 
are discussed at some length, and 
are held to have been justified. It was 
in accordance with precedent prg- 
vided by ancient Samoan custom 
and the policy of previous German, 
British and New Zealand adminis- 
trations. There was no demand by 
the Samoans at the inquiry for the 
repeal of the existing power. Such

in lth Century 


History Recently Presented to Chinese Society Shows 


That 70 Families of Jews Started Colony Which 


Sreciat. TO Tus CuaisTian Scizxce Monnion 

SHANGHAI—An authentic and 
complete description of the Jewish 
colony which came to China in the 
eleventh century and persisted for 
700 years, although completely cut 
off from their own people, has been 
presented to the Royal Asiatic So- 
clety of China by Dr. D. MacGillivray, 
who has spent years of research into 
che subject. The colony was com- 
pletely submerged only at the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century, when 
all records were sold to the highesi 
bidder. 

Dr. MacGillivray has pieced to- 
gether a remarkable story from the 
written records of the colony, pre- 
served on stone tablets and in manu- 
scripts. The group consisted of 70 
families, which were driven out of 
Asia Minor, and followed the trans- 
asiatic highway, then in existence, 
to China. They were welcomed at 
ithe border, and proceeded to Kaifeng, 
— Honan Province, Which was then 
the capital of the Sung dynasty. Here 
they built a synagogue, on the banks 
of the Yellow River, and set up a 
community entirely distinct from the 
Chinese which surrounded them. 
They prospered, intermarried with 
the Chinese, but still retained their 
faith and racial characteristics. 

Europe obtained its first news of 
the colony through a Catholic priest, 
Father Matteo Picci, who came to 
Peking early in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. A young Jew from Kaifeng 
had been successful in the district 
civil service examinations, and had 
come to Peking to compete in the 
finals. He heard that foreigners 
were in the city, and called upon 
Father Picci, telling him of the col- 
ony which had existed at that time 
for almost 400 years in Kaifeng, hav- 
ing had no intercourse with the out- 
side world. The young man was in- 
tensely interested in hearing of his 
own people. He was unable to read

Hebrew, but was familiar with earty 
Jewish history. 

The synagogue was destroyed sevr. 
eral times by floods and fire, but 
was always rebuilt, and was dis~ 
covered by foreign visitors to 
Kaifeng in 1850. However, in 1866, 
a Christian missionary who visited 
the place found only a few stones re- 
maining. 

In 1901 a wealthy Jewish mer- 
chant in Shanghai attempted to re“ 
vive the colony's interest in Juda- 
ism, and offered to rebuild the syna- 
gogue, but his offer was refused. 
Members of the colony admitted that 
they no longer were familiar with 
the Jewish religion or cultural back- 
ground, and had been almost en- 
tirely abs bed by the Chinese, At 
the present time they are hardly dis- 
tinguishable from their Chinese 
neighbors. For at least a century’ 
their women have bound their feet, 
and they have worshipped their an- 
cestors in the Chinese fashion. 

„As in the case of the Nestorian 
colony in China,” writés Dr. Mac- 
Gillivray, “the middle wall of the 
partition between them and the Chi- 
nese wore thin and finally col- 
lapsed.” 

This scholar’s researches have been 
chiefly concerned with the methods 
by which the Chinese gradually ab- 
sorbed the colony. He explains that 
Chinese and Jewish customs have 
much in common, and this bond as- 
sisted to bridge the differences be- 
tween them. The material advan- 
tages of conformity also were very 
great, and the wonder lies in the 
fact that the Jewish colony remained 
a separate community for do long.

These departments 
are those readily served by exten- 
sive library resources. They are:

In the development of the summer 
school, it was deemed desirable to 
offer course¢ in these four depart- 
ments, supplemented by courses in 
nglish and modern languages. The 
rst summer school with this or- 
ganization was held in 1921, and the 
pian has continued. The result has 
been the satisfactory development 
of a unique summer school. The en- 
rollment is not so large as in most 
summer schools. Students have the 
opportunity to get acquainted with 
each other and with their instruc- 
tors. A well-equipped library, with 
‘all books on open shelves, offers fa- 
cilities for reading and study rarely 
equaled in any institution. A local 
environment, rich in its variety of 
geographic fegtures and historic 
scenes, favors systematic field work 
in both geography and history as & 
part ot the summer school curric- 
ulum. 

The summer school courses are 
designed to be of special value to 
teachers of geography, history and 
related subjects. The session of 1928 
will continue for six weeks, July 2 
to Aug. 10. The offerings include 
16 courses in geography, 7 courses 
in history, 4 in economics and so- 
ciology, 4 in psychology and educa- 
tion, 4 in English and 4 in modern 
languages. f

The daily classroom courses in 
geography are designed to give the 
geography teacher specific aid in 
the field of his chief interests, A 
cburse in geography method is 
adapted to teachers of all grades. An 
advanced course in geography in 
education deals with the problems 
of the special teacher of geography 
in the elementary school, junior 
high school, senior high school, nor- 
mal school and college. In. 1928, 
there will be introduced a “labora- 
tory course in the teaching of ge- 
ography.”

Transcontinental

Development of Field Trips 

In 1924, a New England field trip 
was offered for the two weeks fol- 
lowing the summer school. This was 
a pioneer trip undertaken to deter- 
mine the interests of students and 
the educational values in trips by 
motorcoach designed to provide col- 


dent Atwood assigned Prof. Douglas 
C. Ridgley to conduct this experi- 
mental field course. A journey of 
1400 miles was planned to reach the 
six New England states. This initial 
field trip was satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. In 1925, the New England 
trip was repeated. At the request 
of the members of the pioneer New 
England field party, a different trip 
Was organized. The route was 
through western Massachusetts, the 
Mohawk and Hudson Valleys, New 
York City, Long Island, and the 
New Jersey shore. Eight members of 
the first New England trip enjoyed 
the first New York trip. In 1926, a 
Montreal field trip was conducted by 
Dr. Clarence F. Jones of Clark Uni- 
versity. In 1927, the Montreal trip 
and the New England trip were both 
repeated. 

The interest and enthusiasm of the 
members of these earlier field 
parties led to the definite incorpora- 
tion of field work as a part of the 
plan of Clark University summer 
school in an endeavor to provide 
teachers and students of geography 
and history with an opportunity to 
study these subjects in their natural 
setting in the great out-of-doors.

Helpful Rules for Written English 


RITTEN English often pre- 

sents difficulties even to those 

who speak with an unusual 
degree of correctness, for there are 
many points of accuracy to be con- 
sidered in the written word that are 
not questioned when the same words 
are usec orally. The most frequent 
pitfalls are not entirely those of 
spelling or construction, but include 
comparatively minor details of capi- 
talization, syllabic division of words, 
use of hyphens and other similar and 
equally interesting features of he 
written language. Correctness in a 
general way may be said to be con- 
formity to-an accepted standard, and, 
similarly, imcorrectness is a de- 
parture from such recognized stand- 
ard. The test usually applied is 
called the “standard of usage” and is 
that vouched for by the highest au- 
thorities. But even these standards 
are not always logical and there are 
so Many exceptions even to the most 
generally accepted rules that the sub- 
ject opens an interesting line of 
study. 
Capitalization alone has many an 
unexpected by-path which may lead 
to a more intimate acquaintance with 
historical and geographical allusions. 
For instance, one generally accepted 
rule for the use of a capital initial 
to capitalize all proper 


al meaning 
or connection has been lost or seems 
obscure, This exception would in- 
clude such words as herculean, mo- 
rocco, china, silhouette, and scores 
of others that are spelled with a 
small initial letter, though each is 
derived from a proper name. In trac- 
ing the origin of such words alone 
an interesting subject for study could 
be outlined. The names of the sea- 
sons of the year should not begin 
with a capital letter, neither should 
the points of the compass be capl- 
talized unless used to designate a 
certain section of the country. For 
instance, the initial capital is cor- 
rect in a statement like this: “The 
West produces marvelous fruit.” But 
in speaking of “the road west of the 
schoolhouse” the same word would 
be written with a small letter. In the 
abbreviations for morning und after- 
noon, a. m. and p. m. are preferably 
written in small letters, as the words 
for which they stand would not be- 
gin with capitals. When referring 
to the title of a book, periodical or 
newspaper, the rule is that the first 
word and all important words there- 
after shall be capitalized, regardless 
of how long a title may be. Official, 
professional or honorary titles are 
capitalized when standing before a 
name and forming part of it, or when 
substituted for the actual name, but

Thus, one would write “I ‘saw Sena- 
tor Smith,” but “I saw several of the 
senators.’ The proper use of capital 
letters is one of the tests of a written 
English to which comparatively little 
attention is given, except by those 
who make language a study. 

The division of syllables at the end 
of a line is too often done in a hap- 
hazard way, governed by the remain- 
ing space rather than the formation 
of the word. A simple rule to re- 
member is that a word with a prefix 
is usually divided between the prefix 
and the letter following, and, simi- 
larly, a word with a suffix is ordi- 
narily divided between the suffix and 
the preceding letter, as ante-cedent, 
knowl-edge, judg-ment. There must 
be no one-letter endings to a line 
nor is it correct to carry over a 
single letter to the next line, as 
e-vade, a-round, or part-y, wealth-y. 
Short words of four or five letters 
should never be divided even though 
they may be pronounced in two 
syllables. 

When the question of hyphenated 
words presents itself, the only re- 
course seems to be a dictionary. No

The present 
tendency is to reduce the use of 
hyphens and many a word that pre- 
viously was hyphenated is now 
written as a “solid compound,” as 
such a union of two separate words 
is sometimes called to distinguish it 
from two words joined by a hyphen. 

Under the guise of simplified spell- 
ing many a written mistake asserts 
itself. One of these is the unfortu- 
uate writing of “alright” for the two 
separate words, all and right. The 
adverb “already” also our familiar 
“altogether” have offered some basis 
of comparison for the false com- 
pound “alright,” which is classed by 
all authorities as inexcusable and in 
the same category with that other 
false compound “anyplace” instead of 
anywhere. This latter word, by the 
way, too often is written with a final 
s, which ‘is contrary to standard 
usage. Regardless of the number of 
locations referred to, anywhere can- 
not be pluralized. 

The use of quotation marke to dis- 
tinguish certain words is sometimes 
puzzling until one understands that 
colloquial expressions and even slang 
words are, in a measure, excused 
when so written. Quotation marke 
so placed are in the nature of an 
explanation. They amount to the 
same thing as the words “as they 
say” and prove at least that the 
writer feels that something in the 
way of an excuse is called for by

The inoffensive-looking apostrophe 
should de better understood, for it 
does more than mark the possessive 
case. A quotation withm another 
quotation should always be inclosed 
in single quotation marks, which are 
the same as apostrophes. The apos- 
trophe is also used in writing the 
plural of figures and letters. “One 
dots the i’s and crosses the t’s and 
minds one's p’s and q's” happens to 
be a sentence given in a recent writ- 
ing test. Another was this: “There 
are two too many 2’s to each col- 
umn.” In spelling test to a group of 
high school pupils, out of 160 
failed to spell “its” correctly, con- 
fusing it with “it’s,” the contraction 
for it is. All these are excellent ex- 
amples of the various ways in which 
the apostrophe is used. 

So many foreign words and 
phrases are now Anglicized that one 
who attempts to write them should 
be sure not only of their original but 
also their adopted form. A truly 
Anglicized word is supposed to dis- 
card all marks of its foreign birth. 
The acute accent of the French 
rarely appears on the adopted word 
“matinée”; “clientéle” is seldom 
seen with its native grave accent and 
one seldom stops to think that the 
word depot“ was originally equipped 
with two French accents. In this 
list of adopted words comes the 
thoroughly-Anglicized word em- 
ployee.” This word, with its two e’s 
is no longer the feminine form of 
“employé” as is sometimes supposed. 
It is now considered as much an 
English word as referee, assignee, 
legatee, or any of the words ending 
similarly. 

As written English often betrays 
ignorance that would not otherwise 
be evident, it is worth while to am- 
plify the admonition “think before 
you speak” and make it:also include 
“think before you write,” 


In Brazil and Chile

Parents Go to School 
Children Stay at Home 


Parents who go to school them- 
selves and see some of the problems 
that confront children will be in a 
better position to understand the 
conditions that face their children in 
attending a large, modern high 


school. This is the belief of F. E. 
Clerk, superintendent’ of the New 
Trier Township High School at Win- 
netka, III., expressed in a letter to 
the Illinois Council of Parent-Teacher 
Associations, in which he outlines 
plans for two perent days in his 
school. 

Mr. Clerk says: “We have two 
events of this kind, one in which 
parents come to school with the chil- 
dren, and one in which the parents 
come to school when the children 
are not present. In the first, which 
is in middle or late October, parents 
of freshmen and sophomores come 
to school with their children and 
attend classes with them. The other 
two classes are given .a holiday on 
this occasion. Instead of beginning 
at 8:30, school opens at 2 in the after- 
noon, so that the lunch period comes 
about supper time. This gives the 
fathers a chance to spend the latter 
part of the day at school, which 
would fall in the evening after sup- 
per, and gives parents an opportunity 
to eat in the school cafeteria with 
their children. No special program 
is put on for these days.” 

At the close of the day parents go 
to the auditorium, where Mr. Clerk 
talks to them for a half-hour period 
on some subject connected with the 
school program. This same school- 
day program is carried gut two 
weeks later for the two upper 
classes and their parents. 

About a month later comes Pa- 
rents’ Day, when the parents go to 
school and the children stay at home. 
As on the previous day, school opens 
at 2 o’clock and runs into the eve- 
ning. Parents go from room to room 
for half-hour periods with the regular 
room teachers, who discuss the 
school curriculum, especially in con- 
nection with home study: Parents are 
encouraged to ask questions and dis- 
cuss problems they have in mind 
with respect to the particular class 
or subject the teacher presents. Says 
Mr. Clerk, “This is a very fruitful 
experience for both parents and 
teachers.”

é6 OST Dread“ is the literal 
translation of the simple 
French dessert known as 
“Pain Perdu,” presumably so-called 
because made from lost“ or left- 
ver slices of bread. Another reason 
or the name is also given, as the 
actual bread used is almost lost, or 
at least forgotten, in the finished des- 
sert, which is much like the dish 
known as “French Toast” with the 
addition of a delicious hot fruit 
sauce. i 
The simplest method of preparing 
this dish is to remove all crusts from 
the bread and dip each slice in a 
milk and egg batter. The bread 
should be well soaked in this batter 
but not enough so to become actually 
soft. The slices are then fried until 
thoroughly brown on both sides, but 
not in the least crisp. Sprinkle them 
with sugar and keep them hot in the 
oven while preparing the sauce. 
Combined Frait Juices 
This is made from butter remain- 
ing in the pan to which is added 
suficiént more to make the desired 
quantity of sauce. Into the hot but- 
ter is stirred tart jelly, preferably 
currant. Orange-juice is often added 


at the last moment, as the French 
enjoy a combination of fruit flavors.

Put 
them into a large basin and squeeze 
them well with the hands until they 
are reduced. to a pulp; afterward 
pass all the pulp through a fine sieve. 

Place the sieved juice on china 
dishes or plates, and place these in 
the flerce sun, and sprinkle one or 
two spoonfuls of fine salt over the 
juice. 

As it evaporates in the sun, twice 
a day, scrape from one dish to an- 
other. Do this until the juice forms 
a thick paste. 

When finished, fill glass jars with 
the paste and press it down very 
closely, adding one teaspoonful of 
salad ofl on the top of each far.

1 In this play is to be 
found the argument, revolutionary 
tor those times, that the weak have 
the same right to life, liberty and 
happiness as the strong. In Cal- 
deron’s play the strong were the 
military, who exploited heartlessly 
the civilian population. For climax, 
Calderon developed a fewerful sit- 
uation showing the civil authority, 
for whom the play is named, execut- 
ing upon a military officer the same 
punishment for a crime that would 
have been meted to a.civilian in the 
‘same circumstances. 

Calderon’s drama, then, offered 
something new, both socially apd dra- 
matically, in an age of feudalism 
and classic stage tradition. Society 
was organized on the basis of o 
law for the strong and another for 
the weak. Aristotle's playwriting 
dictum that the lowely were fit sub- 
jects only for humorous treatment 

in the theater, universally pre- 
yailed. — 


A century after “The Judge of 
Zalamea,” Oliver Goldsmith wrote 
the pathetic story of “The Vicar of 
Wakefield,” which echoed Calderon's 
theme, though the story was differ- 
ent. For feudalism persisted and 
was long to dominate the work of 
playwrights, for the player is, in 
Hamlet's phrase, ever “the abstract 
and brief chronicle of the times.” 
In this brief sketch it is not pos- 
sible to trace the gradual entrance 
of the democracy theme into the 
drama of many countries. But typical 
is the way plays in English came 
more and more frequently to ex- 
emplify Burns’ “A man’s a man 
for a’ that“ may be taken the change 
from the acknowledgment of the 
man of property as the unit of so- 
ciéty to gradual acceptance of the 
Proposition that all men were born 
free and equal. 
Late in the eighteenth century 
Royal Tyler, an American, wrote a 
comedy that sought to extol democ- 
racy but he negatived his own argu- 
ment by falsifying his picture, arbi- 
trarily making his hero a commoner 
and his villain an aristocrat. His 
play was followed by hundreds of 
melodramas that took the same clap- 
trap means of playing on audiences’ 
prejudices. Bad as these plays were 

artistically they still 
change in social alignment.

class aristocracy of wealth. Barrie 
wrote a masterpiece of cumedy, “The 
Admirable Crichton” to show ‘what, 
might happen if an earl’s part¥ 
should become marooned on a desert 
island and the butler proved to be 
the only man equal to primitive. 
emergencies. 

Galsworthy came to the fore with 
his assertion that justice is the one 
lasting theme for drama. By justice 
he meant, like Calderon, one law 
alike for strong and weak. His first 
play, “The Silyer Box,” remains a 
masterful exemplification of . that 
theme. At the present writing this 
drama is having a successful revival 
in New York. Many other plays have 
come from Galsworthy's pen, vari- 
ously treating this “one lasting 
theme.” One of them, “Justice,” might 
have been inspired by Portia’s plea 
to Shylock, Let merey season jus- 
tice. " Repeatedly Galsworthy’s 
text is essentially an appeal to civi- 
lized reason that the strong should 
be merciful to the weak. 

Russia and Germany achieved 
democracy violently during and 
after the World War, just as France 
had done, by revolution. Today the 
whole tone of Russian and German 
drama is democratic, though some 
give it the harder names of anti- 
capitalistic and communistic—a_ so- 
cial drama too big for this historical 
skit, too big indeed for the theater 
itself. 

The centuries have inverted Aris- 
totle’s dictum, for the lowly have in- 
creasingly been used as the subjects 
of serious plays during the past 30 
years. There was Hauptmann’s “The 
Weavers,” in Germany, and Gorky’s 


these dramas were prophetic of the 
social changes to come. 

In Galsworthy’s one lasting 
theme.“ then, we may discern the 
epitomization, in drama, of democ- 
racy as a product of civilization.

A Poet Who Rediscovered the Seasons 


In fair Ce ag hong running from the 


_ AMONG me eighteenth-century 
, volumes in my modest collec- 
tion I esteem most a small 
quarto with once bright but now 
faded red covers. The title-page 
flourishes in ornate letters the fact 
that it is a French version of “Les 
Saisons,” a poem by Thomson pub- 
lished in 1760. The translator did 
not venture upon that perilous task 
of rendering foreign verse into the 
nearest poetic forms of his own lan- 
guage, and perhaps it seems more 
appropriate.to us of later times that 
he should represent the poem to his 
fellow countrymen as prose, For to 
us “The Seasons,” in contrast with 
the imaginative intensity of Eng- 
lish poetry during the past century 
Or more, does seem prosy—and ehal! 
we not admit—faded, like the cover 
of my French edition, And yet it 
not only seemed novel to English 
readers when it first appeared but 
it evoked another French version 
earlier than the one I possess and 
was also honored in paraphrases 
and imitation by several of the most 
— German poets of the 
e. 


To account for this popularity we 
have only to recall that James Thom- 
son must be given the high place of 
pioneer in that new movement of 
rediscovering the natural world 
which has 80 vastly widened the 
range of our modern outlook on the 
earth. When in 1728, just two cen- 
turies ago, his Spring“ appeared, 
the springtime of fresh and inde- 
pendent appreciation of natural won- 
ders burst into bloom.

There exists today an interest in 
genuife ‘Indian arts, which it is 
hoped will continue as long as there 
remains this beautifully expressive 
work of America’s first artisans. 
How astonishingly varied are these 
Indian crafts is clearly proved to 
one who examines the products at 
the Indian Trading Post, established 
in Chicago, which treasures just 
such genuine examples as border 
trading posts must have possessed a 
century or two ago. There are blan- 
kets and rugs, piled high or hung 


from unpainted walls; an Indian 
painting on hide js hung near the 
door} and plaques, woven with in⸗ 
teresting designs, are suspended as 
‘well, Then, too, there are specimens 
of pottery, different and diatinetive 
in design, An Indian N on 
buffalo akin ja by the Indian painter, 
Havgone, and depicts a variety 
of Indian exploite in delightful and 
original drawing, 

The wool for these Navajo rugs 
has been sheared from the backs of 
the rugged mountain sheep, and used 
in natural colors, such an black, 
white, and brown, Light and dark 
gray and various shades of brown 
have been made by carding together 
the natural undyed wools; orange 
and blue dyes are even now distilled 
from desert cactus, the yellow mined 
from the ocher deposita of the 
Painted Desert. 

The Navajo rugs are woven by the 
women of the tribe, on looms con- 
sisting of two stout poles slung 
horizontally above each other b 
tween two cottonwood trees, along 
the arroyos or dry rivers of the desert. 
These looms require much skill and 
thought in preparation. They are 
flexible instruments, capable of pro- 
ducing a rug or blanket bound on 
all four sides, with the most secure 
binding known to the art of weaving, 
so that a Navajo rug is rarely known 
to fray at its edges. 

The geometric designs used are 
literally “as old as the hills,” but 
each weaver develops her own de- 
sign, and during the months con- 
sumed in making a single rug she 
works out the portraying symbols 
which refer to some legend. As an

Indian of the Navajo tribe expressed | 


the process of. weaving and develop- 
ing her own designs, which the In- 
dian woman achieves, “she sets up 
her loom, sits down, weaves her 
blanket; and looks into space.” Nav- 
ajo blankets were made first, then 
Navajo rugs. 

A saddle blanket, to be thrown 
over the horse for the saddle to rest 
upon, has a brown center, with a 
border which hangs below the edge 
of the saddle and is of a brightly 
colored design. A smaller saddle 
blanket, quite small, in fact, is meant 
to be folded and thrown over the 
saddle as a decoration. '

England! There was no lethargy 
about Shakespeare's audiences!

Custom-Dullt receivers, which to a 
ereat are credited with de- 
hermining the trend in general radio 


auction hitherto deemed impossible 
ot attainment, according to a recent 
purvey undertaken at the instance of 
the Parts Division of the Radio’ Man- 
utacturers Association. 
In the larger centers, or wherever 
current is availiable, the trend 
decidedly toward complete elim- 
ination of all batteries and toward 
the use of higher plate voltages, fre- 
quéntly of the order of 500 volts, as 
a means of insuring complete real- 
ism, both in respect to tonal charac- 
teristics and volume. Building for 
quality above all else, custom-set 
builders are not as yet whole-heart- 
edly in favor of the new A. C. tubes, 


although many receivers incorporat- 
ing these devices are being con- 
structed. 

It is pointed out thet many indi- 
viduals, unfamiliar with develop- 
ments in radio, “Ae — Snag 
impression that complete electrifica.

* third method utilises the high 
voltage of a B“ elimimator in se- 
curing the correct filament tempera- 
ture. This is accomplished by con- 
necting the filaments in series, thus 
reducing the voltage to the correct 
value. The same eliminator is used 
for supplying the necessary plate 
voltages. 

In the fourth method, A, C. tubes, 
operated from a step-down trans- 
the man who knows radio and who 
will frequently spend more time in- 
vestigating the qualities of some new 
former, are used, while the plate 
current is derived from the usual B“ 
eliminator. 

It is thus seen that complete 
socket power operation, contrary to 
the belief on the part of some pros- 
pective set owners, may be obtained 
by several methods and not exclu- 
sively by means of A. C. tubes. No 
matter what method is used, spe- 
cially constructed apparatus must be 
used to render the alternating cur- 
rent from the house socket suitable 
for use in a radio receiver.

RADIO PROGRAM | 
PLAN DEFENDED 


Support by Large Concerns 
Compared to That Given 
to Opera Companies

WASHINGTON — Radio programs 
in the United States are for the most 
part due to industries and commer- 
cial enterprises which sponsor these 
artistic and expensive entertain- 
ments for. advertising purposes, M. 
H. Aylesworth, president of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, in- 
formed the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee conducting hear-

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: 5 Steps Toward Permanent Peace 


* 


RESENT indications are that the proposal 
fi” made by Frank B. Kellogg, Secretary of 
State for the United States, to Aristide 
2 France join with the United States 
in inviting the major powers to unite in an 
“all-in” agreement which should remove all 
possibility of war, does not promise immediate 
consummation, partly, it seems, because of 
unwi on the part of Mr. Kellogg. to 
renounce specifically only wars of aggression. 
This does not, however, finally close the door to 
the possibility of framing some kind of an agree- 
ment which would link the big world powers in 
a general denouncement of all forms of war. 

Wulle it may take a considerable period of 

time to learn the attitude of the leading nations 
of the world on this proposition, yet there is 
much reason to believe that something desirable 
will come out of it, if not an agreement. as 
originally proposed. 
Furthermore, it likewise seems little likely 
that M. Briand’s first proposition of a bilateral 
treaty between the United States and France to 
settle all disputes by arbitration will be con- 
summated in terms of the original offer, yet 
there has now been signed a treaty between 
France and the United States to take the place 
of the agreement between the two countries 
which has just expired. It is 150 years since 
France entered upon its first treaty, with 
America, that is, at a time prior to the adoption 
of the Constitution. 

That much good has been accomplished 
through the general discussion there can be no 
doubt. The nature of the commitments which 
France nas made both under the Covenant of 
the League of Nations and under the Locarno 
pacts has been made clear. Obviously these 
cannot be put aside, even for so commendable 
a cause as the joining in a general agreement 
to outlaw war. Moreover, it is again empha- 
sized before the world that the United States has 
a profound sense of obligation to her sister 
American republics, as expressed in the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

Thus each country is calling into review 
again the obligations of the other; and while 
this may tend to delay the desired results, it by 
no méans ends negotiations. There is sound 
reason to expect that the obstacles will be over- 
come, and out of the situation will develop a 
unity of action which will go far toward remov- 
ing the hazards of another war, if it does not 
make war altogether impossible. That the 
problem can be discussed with so much amity 
and manifest desire for agreement is most 
encouraging to the peace lovers of both coun- 
tries and the world. 

The problems of outlawry of war through 
treaties including the leading nations, of arbi- 
tration, and of disarmament are indissolubly 
828 What promotes one specifically 


coming to learn that before peace can be per- 
manently established, there must be a disarma- 
ment in thought, a letting go of the causes of 
war which are always mental. The desire for 
peace and the conviction that peace is possible 
of realization are stimulated by just such dis- 
cussions as those now being carried on. The 
more the possibilities of establishing peace are 
dwelt upon, the nearer we approach its actual 
experience. The world was never so generally 
astir as it is at present on the question of peace, 
and out of this, substantial progress toward 
the consummation of peace is sure to come. 


Sailing on Uncharted Seas 


HE British Commonwealth of Nations is 
gradually evolving a scheme to carry out 
the wishes of the Imperial Conference of 
1926 by. “developing a system of personal con- 
tact both in London and in the dominion capi- 
tals to 1 the present system of inter- 
communication and the reciprocal supply of 
information on affairs requiring joint consider- 
ation.” L. C. S. Amery, the Dominions Minis- 
ter, during his recent Empire tour, announced 
the app ching sop os of a British High 
Commisioner in Ottawa. Australia already 
‘ has a Haison officer attached to the Cabinet 
Secretariat in London, and New Zealand, 
reversing the Australian procedure, has just 
arranged for an official from the Foreign Office 
in London to be sent to Wellington. South 
Africa and the Irish Free State have not as yet 
decided what they are going to do, though it is 
highly probable that South Africa will follow 
the example of Canada. Dublin is so close to 
London that the Free State may find that a 
special representative is not necessary, unless 
it should be felt that the question of prestige is 
involved. Newfoundland is expected to take no 
steps in the matter, being apparently content to 
get its information through the Governor-Gen- 
eral as heretofore. 

Formerly the Governor-General used to be 
the channel of communication between all the 
dominions and the British Government. But 
this system was declared to be obsolete by the 
1926 Imperial Conference, which also intimated 
that the method of keeping in touch with White- 
hall should be worked out in consultation 
between the parties concerned “with due regard 
to the circumstances of each particular part of 
the Empire.” 

Whereas the Australian and New Zealand 
liaison officers are subordinate officials, the 
occupant of the new post which is to be estab- 
lished at Ottawa will be in a position of con- 
siderable responsibility. Precisely what his 
duties are to be will not be known until an offi- 
cial statement is issued, but it may be taken for 
granted that they will include most of the 
functions of an ambassador or minister and a 
few more into the bargain. He will have to 
keep the Canadian Government informed of all 
important diplomatic developments and will 

ave to exp the British attitude in regard to 
them. Conversely, London will rely on him for 
information about the views of the Canadian 

| on such matters. 

Asa member of the League Council, Canada’s 
interest in international affairs—already 
greater than that of its sister dominions—is 

ely to continue to grow during the next few 
‘years, and since Canada at present has diplo-

matic representation in only two of the world's 


capitals, the post of the British Commissioner 


in Ottawa will certainly be no sinecure. Among 
the many qualities he will need is a liberal 
measure of tact, for he must sedulously avoid 
even a suspicion of trying to bring pressure to 
bear on the Dominion if there should happen to 


be any difference of opinion between London 


and Ottawa. A failure to do so would involve 
Great Britain in the offense of having tried to 
interfere in the Dominion, which Downing 
Street most scrupulously tries to avoid. That 
it has been successful in its efforts may be seen 
from the unsolicited testimony of Tim“ Healy, 
who, just before his recent retirement from the 
post of Governor-General in Ireland, said: “The 
English in my few years have never interfered 
—I pledge my faith and honor to this—to the 
extent of a tittle or a scintilla, in any Irish 
matter. They have left the Ministry absolutely 
free, left us, in fact, untouched, unadvised, and 
that is a tribute that should not be left unpaid.” 

The task of the High Commissioner in Can- 
ada, therefore, is that of a windowpane. He 
must ‘let the light through in both directions. 
He will be & diplomatist without diplomatic 
immunity, an advocate who takes no sides. 
There may be times when differences of opinion 
arise between Ottawa and London. Many of the 
traditional methods of diplomacy for resolving 
them will not be open to him. But there is no 
need to magnify the rocks he will have to avoid. 
The sea on which he is to set sail may be 
uncharted, but it is probable that there. never 
has been a time when the British Empire was 
more ready to speak with one voice before the 
world than it is*today. 


Reforging the Radio Chain 


EADING most of the radiocasting discussions 
L of the moment in the United States, the 
question of chain radiocasting, which in- 
volves the use of a number of air channels for 
the same program, is one that must sooner or 
later be answered. There is not the slightest 


doubt about the value of the chain program, for 


only by its use could the excellent talent be 
obtained which may be heard every evening. 
The chain arrangement may, indeed, be likened 
to the circulation of a magazine or newspaper: 
the greater the coverage, the greater the value 


‘to the advertiser and the higher the rates he 


is willing to pay. 

Synchronization of these various stations on 
a chain so that they will all use the same wave- 
length is the most popular proposed solution 
today. Technically, this has seemed impossible 
up to recently, but now workable plans of syn- 
chronization have been developed which appear 
to make the idea feasible. To describe these in 
detail would be an Involved process, It might be 
stated, however, that, though they have been 
worked with two stations, it will take experi- 
menting to prove that any of them could be 
adapted to a complete chain. But granted that 
complete success attends a chain grouping, the 
fact remains that the various stations on a chain 


differ in the hours of their selected chain pro- 


grams. Moreover, such a synchronization would 
naturally result in many stations keeping their 
own wavelengths for local programs and thus 
having two wavelengths, and in these days of 
crowded air channels such an arrangement 
would hardly seem fair. 

Wavelengths are now given out to prevent 
heterodyne interference—that is, one station 
mixing with another and causing a steady 
whistle in the loudspeaker. If all the chain sta- 
tions were linked together, it would decidedly 
upset the allocations worked out after much 
study by the Federal Radio Commission. 

Another possibly satisfactory solution would 
involve the keeping of chain stations on chain 
work all the time. Since we are finding that 
radio closely resembles the publication fleld, we 
may consider it as divided principally into two 
parts, local and national, A national magazine 
does not try to run local editions in the various 
big cities that it covers, A local newspaper does 
not conduct itself as a national medium, 

It seems possible that the chain program 
might be worked out so that the key station and 
its several important branch stations could be 
considered as one unit and could operate on the 
Same wavelength. The occasional local need 
could be taken care of by announcements be- 
tween programs and on programs arranged for 


before 6 p. m. There would be no interference 


of note during daylight hours. 

This would put many excellent powerful sta- 
tions on the same wavelength and leave open 
many badly needed charinels for local or for 
semi-local stations. This, of course, would re- 
move some of the flexibility of the present chain 
system which permits choice of various terri- 
tories by advertisers. Many stations could still 
be employed on a part-time basis under this plan, 
however, the basis being a chain of five or six 
key stations which would stay tied in with New 
York most of the time. 

A study of the dials on several evenings will 
show that the same stations that are taking up 
the various wavelengths most of the time could 
be grouped together without. difficulty. This 
plan is open to much discussion, but in it there 
would seem to be some merit. The present 
situation certainly demands that anything which 
may prove helpful should be considered. It is 
hoped that the technical experiments now being 
carried out will be successful to the point that 
some similar arrangement may be tried and the 
present congestion thereby relieved, 


Planning Ahead in Education 


DUCATIONISTS in Great Britain have been 

celebrating the young year by the holding 

of, several conferences, at which the pres- 
ent condition and future prospects of education 
have been discussed. A survey of the many 
speeches. that have been uttered leads to one 
outstanding conclusion. The next few years, in 
the words of Sir Michael Sadler, will be a plan- 
ning time. Preparations are being made for a 
great advance upon the ramparts of ignorance 
and darkness by the forces of knowledge and 
enlightenment. In London, where the confer- 
ence of educational associations was held; at 
Scarborough, the meeting place of the north of 
England conference, and at Ayr, where the 
Scottish teachers were assembled, abundant 
proof was forthcoming of the intensive and 
detailed preparations which are being made in 


progress. 


anticipation of the signal to go forward which 
will be given when the economic situation 


_ improves. 


The lines of advance are already clearly vis- 
ible. There will be an extension of school activi- 
ties at.both ends. In the big cities the infants 
below the age of ordinary school attendance 
who are now compelled to spend their days in 
the gutters and alleys will be led into the sun- 
shine and the gardens and the open-air class- 
rooms of the nursery schools. At the other end 
of the scale, the leaving age will be raised so 
that it will not be possible for boys and girls at 
the tender age of fourteen to be plunged, as 
they are today, into the vicissitudes of competi- 
tive industry, only partially equipped for either 
their work or their leisure, and sometimes even 
without prospects of employment. At the same 
time the idea is gaining * that there should 
be a diversification in the stadies pursued in the 
later school years, so that the different abilities, 
inclinatons, and possible careers of the pupils 
may be provided for in a variety of ways. 

While on the one hand the tendency to link up 
the schools with industry, commerce, and the 
professions is gaining ground, an equally strong 
tendency exists in the direction of a strength- 
ening of the esthetic, artistic and cultural side 
of education. Both the earning capacity and the 
appreciative capacity of the pupils will thus be 
developed; and from such a combination will 
spring a heightening of interest in the finer and 
nobler aspects of things, based on the necessary 
foundation of enhanced material efficiency. 

For the teaching profession the tendency 
which is showing itself most prominently is that 
of a higher academic standing. A university de- 
gree for every teacher, which is the recently 
uttered slogan of the Scottish teachers, is an 
ideal the attainment of which will lift the profes- 
sion to a high plane of public respect, and will 
add strength to the national educational move- 
ment in all its branches. 

An Emphatic “No” 
REQUENTLY it has been observed that eco- 
nomics is tending to supplant politics as the 
foremost concern in international affairs. 

There is considefable evidence to support this 
conclusion, One of the most outstanding and 
tangible services of the League of Nations dur- 
ing the last year was in the fleld of international 
commerce, its World Kconomic Conference 
bringing together the business technicians of 
more than half a hundred nations, 
needs today underlle much of the diplomacy of 
continental Europe in its effort to expand Its 
trade and strengthen Its Industries, Similarly 
do economic items form a large part of the 
agenda of the Pan-American Conference, now 
being held in Havana, 

All of which may be accepted without serious 
argument, But is it particularly significant? 
What If the exigencies of trade do play so wide 
a role in international relations? A certain naval 
officer—perhaps not an authority in matters of 
peace and commerce—has given one reply, a 
reply which demands analysis. This naval offi- 
cer, to quote from the stenographic record of his 
recent address in New York, submits that “you 
are going to have war just as surely as you are 


sitting in this room with me, if you dare to 
contest the control of the sea with your goods, | 
not with your guns,” and that the “penalty of | 


efficiency is war.“ 


It is patent that the world has not yet demon- : 


strated a perfection which insures one nation 
against the interference or aggression of 
another, or which commends the discarding of 
a reasonable protection. But is it sound to 
accept force as the basis of economic competi- 
tion and to accept war as the inevitable com- 
panion of the goal for which a nation is striv- 
ing? The judgment of the United States Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Herbert Hoover, is an em- 
hatic No.“ His words merit thoughtful exam- 
nation: 


If we were to divide international merehandiaa Into 


three broad groups of wholly noncompetitive goods, goods | 


in which competition rests upon quality, and goods which 
are sharply competitive-—it la my belief that we would find 
that the world's commerce generally rests largely upon 
the two former groups, In other words, the world's 
trade is less sharply competitive than is generally 
belleved, 

International trade is not in any event a battle where 
the gains are made by losses of other nations, The only 
real gain is in world economic progress. 

The whole world grows in population, and if it keeps 
the peace and duly adopts scientific invention, it is a 
world of growing demand. 


With Mr. Hoover it may be fairly said that 
world trade is essentially noncompetitive, that 
successful commerce is premised upon the eco- 
nomic progress of all nations, and that peace, 
not war, is the essential companion of economic

ALIGHTED from the Underground at a City“ 
station and came out presently upon the Embank- 
ment. It was à fine, clear and brilliantly moonlit 
night.

And blithely he piped on, as he wandered slowly along 
and stopped a little beyond where, on a stone seat in an 
alcove of the parapet,.a couple sat in the moonlight. 

The tide was at flood and up-river with it, speeding 
swiftly, there passed under the bridge a tow of Thames 
barges.

On the far side of the river the giant figure of a Scottish 
clansman, glowing against the sky in many-colored lights, 
seemed to regard London with mildly amused tolerance.

A haunting melody, suggesting some 
old English air, is his choice now. And though he stands 
on the bridge over London River, I really think he is 
somewhere else, somewhere very, very far away, and not 
unhappy.

“Mona Lisa,” was the first 1 these severe tests In 
1911 the picture disappeared from the galleries and was 
not found and returned for two years. Ever since then 
some skeptics have hinted that the real painting on which 


da Vinei spent four years might not have come back, but 
instead, perhaps, one of the thirty-two known copies made 


one or two centuries later. The authorities of the Louvre 


doubt can possibly remain that the original-“ Mona Lisa” 
smiles from the Louvre on her many thousands of annual 
Visitors, 
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Park your car on the railway line. This is the emi- 
nently practical suggestion which has been put before the

‘The scheme ia to make this a motor roadway throughout, 
with parking «paces on either side and garage accommoda- 
tions at suitable points, Traffic in Paria ia by no means as 
congested as in London and many American cities, but the 
problem is growing. Those Parisians who recall the lens 
animated, but more fluid, conveyancing by horse-drawn 
cab, shake their heads when they think what the traffic 
may be like in this city in another ten years, To make 
use, then, of the belt line, known as the Petite Ceinture, 
appeals to them as being rather sensible, 
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It is extremely doubtful if students at the Sorbonne in 
the days of Louis LX were in the habit of “working their 
way through college.” This was in the thirteenth century. 
Neither, according to gossip, was menial occupation out- 
side the university popular in the succeeding centuries. 
But whether the war has wrought a change or not, it 
appears that today students working at various jobs dur- 
ing the holidays come in for praise rather than scorn, If 
you go, for example, through the vast central markets 
and are observant, you may spot the stalwart youth from 
the Sorbonne who has become a “fort aux Halles,” or 
garden porter. Or if you need papering done in your 
house, you may just by chance have the services of two 
students of history. An engaging bill poster, familiar to 
the boulevards, spends the rest of his time across the 
Seine in the Quartier Latin poring over books or listen- 
ing to lectures, Many other instances could be given 
which would surely have caused surprise to Louie IX 
had similar cases been brought to his attention in the 
early days of this famous institute. 
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Regular subscribers to the boxes and orchestra seate at 
the Opéra are combating vigorously the proposal which 
has been made by the director to abolish the time-honored 
custom of permitting these “abonnés’”—as they are called 
from going behind the scenes, Ever since the Second 
Empire, these habitués of the Opéra have possessed a key 
which gave them access to the back-stage and to the pleas- 
ant company between acta of the singers.and dancers.

The popular presentation of Edmond ’Rostand’s barn- 
yard play, “Chanteeler,” at the Théatre de la Porte Samt- 

artin takes us back to the literature of the Middle Ages 
where the dramatist found his inspiration for subject and 
name. In the twelfth to fourteenth centuries fables were 
popular, and especially those using for characters animals 
and birds. Literature sang again, with the special inter- 
pretations of that time, Asop’s tales. In the thirteenth 
century a movement embodied in what was known as 
esprit gaulois” was strong.

Then there is the “Hot Stuff" racing G. N. which has 
some fine performances to its credit; and the Cosmos 
light car was a three-cylinder air-cooled car. 

You further state, “The two-stroke engine has found 
little favor except for a few motorcycle engines.” 

The Trojan“ car made by that well-known firm Ley- 
lands Ltd., has proved itself to be a car worthy of its 
name, and is extensively used in this country both for 
private and tradesmen's use (the latter as delivery 
vans), especially where there are very steep hills to 
climb. This is not the only one that has had a two- 
stroke engine.
